The first on the 
program was a three mile bicycle race 
between W. F. Dewey, W. B. McDon- 
ald and Harry Welty, to be run In 
three heats. 
The course was around 


the hall, just 24 laps to tbe mile, and 
proved most exditing from start to fin- 
ish. 
During the first heat, McDon- 


ald fell twice, but quickly remounted 
and escaped without injury. 
In the 


next heats, all had experience in tum- 
bling, 
and notwithstanding

Dewey had one of his lower limbs 
quite badly scratched, he showed no 
signs of weakening. Dewey won the 
first two heats in 5:40 and 5:38}, with 
Welty second and McDonald third. 
Welty took the third heat, Dewey se- 
cond and McDonald third ; time, 5:28. 


Then came A. M. Johnson with his 


performances as drum major, In which 
he is truly an expert. His feats with 
the baton are of the best, and brought 
forth merited applause, he being 
obliged to respond to a hearty encore. 


The last on the program came Lee 


Richardson, and it is safe to say that 
there were few among the audience 
who expected to see as fine a perfor- 
mance as was given by this "young 
wonder on a ^heel." 
He is a most 


graceful young man, and seems as 
much at home on a bicycle, whether 
standing erect on the saddle, shooting 
along on one wheel, riding and jump- 
ing from one side to the other, etc., 
as the average individual does when 
seated in a comfortable arm chair. 
His performances are truly^wonderful, 
as well as extremely difficult at times, 
and every person was kept interested 
from the moment he mad%his appear- 
ance.

ardson holds the world's record for 
fancy riding, as well as backward rid- 
ing.

A Boy Swallows a 8nak«, Which H* 


Betains for Beyeral Months, Buffer- 


in< Untold Agony. 


People sometimes read or bear of 


repiiles of various species living with- 
in the human anatomy for months, 
and even years, but it is seldom that 
an experience of this kind is brought 
within one's own observation. Pre- 
vious to some six months ago, Max. 
Menzel, the twelve year old son of 
Gus. Menzel, tbe Strong's avenue 
butcher, was a healthy boy, possessed 
of as much life and activity as any 
lad of his years, and took an especial 
delight in helping his father about 
the sbop or going into the country to 
buy stock and driving tbe purchases 
home, traveling on foot at times tor 
miles. Last June or July the boy's 
nature seemed to change, be began 
to grow pale and weak, bad no am- 
bition to do anything, and for hours 
at a time would suffer untold agony 
from pains in the region of bis stom- 
ach. 
Two months ago Max. bad 


wasted away so much that he was 
compelled to take to his bed, having 
become so weak tbat he could no 
longer be about, and a physician was 
called. The case was diagnosed as 
typhoid fever, the symptoms 
being 


very similar, but Instead of improving 
under the treatment, he seemed to 
grow worse tor a time, and hopes for 
his recovery were almost abandoned. 
Some ten days ago the pain disappear- 
ed, the boy grew better thereafter, 
his appetite gradually returning, and 
last Sunday afternoon a movement of 
the bowels expelled a snake nearly a 
foot long and nearly half an incb in 
diameter. The reptile was dead and 
somewhat decomposed, and was of a 
greenish color. It is supposed that 
it died when the boy ceased to feel 
paio. Early last summer, while driv- 
ing cattle from near Junction City, 
Max. stopped along the road several 
times and drank water from creeks 
and ponds, and it is supposed that he 
swallowed the snake then, and it may 
have been so small as to be invisible 
to the eye. "The lad is doing nicely, 
and will no doubt rapidly and com- 
pletely recover.

•10,000 to S16.000.

the matter of erecting a new parochial 
school building In connection with 
ibelr church. The structure used by 
hem at present was purchased from 
he city some eight or nine years 'ago, 
having previously been used as a 
public school, and Is entirely inade- 
quate for their needs. During the 
present year their school, wherein Is 
taught Ixjth English and Polish, has 
been in charge of younsr ladles, the 
Sisters of Notre Dame leaving last 
summer. It is expected that Sisters 
of another order will be secured, 
probably next fall. 


The new structure, which will be 
rected on the site of the present 
school, or either north or east of St. 
Peter's church, that matter not hav- 
ng been determined as yet, will be a 
Ine edifice In all respects, modern in 
construction and imposing In archi- 
tecture, containing all the latest 
mprovementH. There will be four 
school rooms, each with a seating 
capacity of one hundred pupils, besides 
•ecitatlon rooms, cloak rooms, etc. 
In addition to these, the building 
will contain a hall, 
wherein 
the 


various church societies may hold 
heir meetings and entertainments 
be given, it to be provided with 


spiclous and well arranged stage 


'or concerts, theatricals, etc. 
Plans 


have not yet been secured, but the 
above is a partial outline of what is 
proposed. 
The building will 
un- 


doubtedly be of solid brick, and will 
no doubt cost from $10,000 to $15,000. 
That it will be built during the com- 
ng season, Is believed by many of the 
parishioners.

NEW BUSINESS BLOCKS. 


Work Upon Two Handsome Briek 


Structures to be Comnenoed in 


the Xarly sprtnc. 


Quiet times, business depression 


and the present price of potatoes do 
not retard the growth of Stevens 
?olnt or hinder the erection of new 
>ulldlngs, and judging from the out* 
ook today, next season will be one of 
unusual activity In this line. C. C. 
luck, tbe Green Bay architect, baa 
prepared plans for John Martini's 
new block, and Is now engaged upon 
plans and specifications for a new 
>lock to be erected by Jobo O. Johnsen. 
Che wooden structure, . known as 
Johnsen's Hall, damaged by flre some 
flve weeks ago, Is now being moved 
to tbe corner of Third and Clark 
streets, where It will be remodeled 
and fitted up for business purposes. 
Mr. Johnsen's new block will be a 
pride and ornament to the city, and 
an honor and monument to tbe enter- 
prise and progress of its veteran and 
esteemed owner. Tbe frame build- 
ng that bas stood at tbe northwest 
corner of Main street and public 
square so many years, might bave 
been repaired, but Mr. Johnsen con- 
cluded to replace It with something 
more costly, more attractive and la 
keeping with the demands of a pro- 
gressive, growing city. The bulding 
will be 34x62 feet, two stories bigb, 
and of solid brick. The preliminary- 
drawings sbow a handsome block, of 
modern design, just what Is required 
to set off tbat valuable corner. From 
an architectural point of view, it will 
be outdone by none. Langenberg's 
red brick will be used, and ornament- 
al terra cotta trimmings will be 
selected to match. There will be a 
double basement beneath the build- 
ng, running the entire length, and 
the first floor will be divided Into two 
stores, one 17x62 and the other 13x62. 
One will have a corner and the other 


front entrance. 
The second floor 


will be fitted tip for offices, and will 
be divided Into seven rooms, the 
entrance being at the north end of 
tbe building. The best plate glass 
will be used, both In the front and 
south-cast corner of the first floor, 
and tbe second story will be lighted 
;>y large double Iront and side win- 
dows and sky lights. There will be 
an imposing tower on the southeast 
front corner, and no expense will be 
spared to add to the beauty as well as 
5o tbe substantial appearance of the 
block. The inside finish will be of 
the finest, including hardwood floors 
and the best of furnishings in all 
respects. To the rear of the block, 
and between that and the other brick 
building, there will be an alley eight 
feet In width. Ulo Uros. have the 
contract fordoing the brick work, W. 
E. Langcnberg will furnish the brick, 
and P. O'Connor the stone. The car- 
penter work has not been let. 
Mr. 


Johnsen expects to commence work as 
soon as the weather will permit. 


John Martini's new block will be 


erected just east of Grand Opera 
House, and will be one of the most 
handsome structures on Main street. 
The front elevation shows a building 
that any town of ten thousand in- 
habitants might well feel pleased 
with, as It will be attractive, orna- 
mental and modern In architecture 
<ind substantial In construction. The 
front will be of pressed brick and 
stone, with galvanized cornices o' a 
most handsome design. The stone 
trimmings and arches wll' conform 
to the beauty of the balance, and the 
glass will be of the best French plate, 
In doors and windows. The entrance 
lo the second floor will be at the east 
front, and this will also have a bevel 
plate panel. Over the second story 
windows, in raised figures and letters 
will appear, "J8!>6, John Martini."

The lecture, however, tend 
ed to compound all theories and pick 
from each the most probable and 
possible phenomena touching upon 
the question and aided in putting the 
subject in such a light as to furnish 
a good, solid foundation for future 
study in that line. Throughout th< 
lecture, vague points were made clea 
by the use of charts and 
diagram

funnel shaped top and terminating 
In a small reservoir. The water in 
this reservoir was heated by means o 
three alcohol lamps and the tube pre 
venting convection resulted in th 
collection of steam within the reser 
voir. As soun as this steam was abl 
to overcome the pressure of the wate 
in the tube, a slight explosion follow 
ed, and the water was thrown into 
the air in very much the same way a 
we find the water spouting in th 
geyser.

A Theory of the Orlgla of • 


SoiuetlM*)* Applied to the Irinh. 


Some tl'iu ago wo asked why long ago, 


as well as today, Irishmen were culled 
Greeks. A correspondent writes as fol- 
lows in answer: 


"Prince Miletus, hon of a Grock mon- 


,arch, set out w i t h a considerable bund of 
followers in s>ourch of udveuturo. They 
reached Egypt, und (hiding the king of 
thut country ut wur with a neighboring 
power they offered tJioir services. Eg) pt 
prevailed, largely owing to tho skill and 
cour.igouf MilutUB, aud the king bestowed 
on him the iiaud of tho Princess Scuta, 
his d .ughtor, in marriage. After a lapse 
of some years tho Greek prince und his fol- 
lowers sot out In quest of adventure a sec- 
ond tlmo, and lauding in Spain subdued 
tho inhabitants very easily. Miletus be- 
came king, und after his death big eon, 
Heber, made a voyage to Jrelund, and con- 
quering the country called it Hoberula. 
Later ho subdued the western islands of 
ancient Caledonia and named tlu,m Heb- 
rides, also iu honor of himself. 
Finally 


tho mainland in the west was annexed and 
iiained .Scotland, in honor of his mother, 
Scotu 


"This Is how the Irish come to be called 


Greeks and Milesians, in my opinion." 


Now, there are variations of this legend, 


and one is just as historically accurate as 
tho other.

mous discovery of Dr. Anderson: 


"But earnest seekers after truth have 


discovered that the ancient records and 
archives of Ireland show clearly that Jere- 
miah escaped from Egypt with tho youn- 
gest daughter of King Zedekiah, after tho 
conquest of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar, 
and with hor and others took ship and 
finally rouchod Ireland in safety, and that 
there at tho anciont city of Turn he did 
build and plan successfully, and there can 
bo no doubt that

CRIMINAL BEES. 


Honey Gatherers That Have Very loose 


Moral Idem.. 


Almost every form and variety of hu- 


man ciime is to bo found among animals. 
Casts of theft aro noticed among bees. 
Bubhner, in his "Psychic Life of Ani- 
mals," speaks of thievish bees which, in 
order to save themselves the trouble of 
working, attack well stocked hives in 
masses, kill tho sentinels and the inhabit- 
ants, rob the hives and carry off tho pro- 
visions 
After repeated enterprises of this 


description they acquire a taste for robbery 
und violence 
They recruit whole com- 


panies, which get more and moro numer- 
ous, 
and finally they form regular colonies 


of brigand boos. 


But it is u still more curious fuct that 


these brigand bees can bo produced arti- 
flclall) by giving working bees a mixture 
of honey and brandy to drink. 
The boos 


soon acquire a taste for this beverage, 
which has the same disastrous effects upon 
them a= upon mon. 
They become 111 dis- 


posed ami irritable and lose all dosiro to 
work, and finally, when they begin to fool 
hungry, they attack and plunder tho well 
supplied hivos 


Thoro 
is one variety of beos — the 


sphetodcs—which lives exclusively upon 
plunder 
According to Marchall, this va- 


riety Is formed of Individuals of the hal- 
yotos species, whoso organs of hldifloation 
wero defective, and which have gradually 
developed Into a separate variety, living 
almost exclusively by plunder. They may 
thus bo s,lid to be an example of innate 
and organic criminality among insects, 
and they represent what Professor Lom- 
brosso calls tho born criminals—that is, 
Individuals which aro led to crime by their 
own organic constitution —Forum.

pay for tholr acquired forco by a fixod per- 
centage on tho gross capital. It Is stated 
thut 20,000 horsepower represents only 
onu-slxth of tho colossal force of tho Fin- 
nish Niagara —London News.

TWO WHICH ILLUSTRATE THE HU- 


MOROUS SIDE OF HtS CHARACTER.

When General Grunt's hemlqunrtors 


were at Culpi-por, uu ufllucr attached to 
the qiuirtorniiistvr's dopurtinuut, who was 
•tatioued soino half duzon miles away, da- 
eiml to consult him on soino bu>im'ss that' 
he iki'iued of importance 
The day was 


eicoodiugly rainy, and tho roiuls were knee' 
deep in mud. and to avoid undue exposure , 
to Uio wwuhor the ofllcop—who was ono of j 
toe old regime, with a full appreciation i 
of th» dignity of his rank—orilored up a 
closo carriage, anil, as it was likuly that 
night would voiuo on boforo he could ro-' 
turn, hud the lamps trimmoU and hung 
out oi> uither sido of tho driver's seat. 
Then, with an escort of 19 cavalryman, ho 
set out for headquarters, happy hi tho 
thought that ho was proof against tho fast j 
descending ruin.

Not far from Culpopor ho mot au ordi- 


nary looking horstiiuau, attended by only 
a single orderly, and was about to pass 
him without notice, whan he suddenly 
recognized him to be the lieutenant gen- 
eral, who, In spite of tho rain, was mak- 
ing his usual round of tho army, attondod 
by his usual slender escort. To descend 
from his carriage and salute his chief was 
but the work of a moment, but the gener- 
al, Irritated by tho stylo and pretension 
of the officer, was in no hurry to see him 
regain the shelter of his carriage. 
''Walk 


along with nio a little," said tho general. 
"I want to talk with you." 
With polish- 


ed boots and unexceptionable kids, Mr. 
Quartermaster did as he was bidden, and, 
with a touch of grlmiiess, tho general led 
him through the muddiest part of the 
road aud did not release him until he was | 
wot to the skin—as wet as was the gener- 
al himsulf. Then he dismissed him with a 
few curt remarks which wore not over- 
heard by the orderly. Their purport, how- 
ever, was conjectured by the general's 
staff, for they observed that the officer 
never again appeared at headquarters in a 
close carriage. 


Another amusing anecdote was related 


to me by ono of General Grant's staff oJJi- 
cers. The incident occurred early in the 
war, when ho was In command of an ex- 
pedition against tho Confederates In south- 
western Arkansas. He was on a march of \ 
more than 100 miles, and the greater part 
of tho way through a wilderness entirely! 
destitute of supplies for man or horse. The 
suffering of tho soldiers was very great 
during tho Jlrsfc two days of tho march, j 
Uncultivated real estate could not bo con- 
fiscated, and not a porker, nor a chicken, 
nor ovon an oar of corn was anywhere vis- 
ible. On the third day, however, affairs 
began to look more hopeful, for a few Iso-' 
lated dwellings and small patches of 
ground were here aud there to be seen in 
a state of partial cultivation.

On that day Lieutenant Wiokflold of an 


Indiana cavalry regiment commanded the 
advance guard of eight mounted men. I 
About noon ho came upon a small fcArm- 
houso, whoso outward appearance indi- 
cated there might bo some food upon the 
promises. Halting his squad, he dismount- 
ed, and with two of his subordinate offi- 
cers entered tho dwelling. Grant's fame 
had already gono through all that country, 
and it occurred to tho lieutenant that, by 
representing himself to bo tho general, ho 
might obtain tho best tho house afforded. 


Therefore, assuming a stately demeanor, 


he accosted tho mistress of the house with 
a demand for fond for himself and his' 
staff. To her inquiry as to who ho was ho 
answered, "Brigadier General Grant," and | 
at, tho bound o£ that name all tho motnbdrs 
of the family present flow about with won-1 
derful alacrity, serving up all they had In 
tho house, with profuse expressions of loy- j 
ally. They wore all women, tho mon being 
away with the body of Confederates that 
Grant was pursuing. The lieutenant and 
his squad foaM (id to their hoards' content' 
add then demanded what was to pay. j 
"Nothing," was tho prompt reply of tho 
mistress of the house, protesting that as 
she was a loyal woman she could not think 
of accepting pay from tho defenders of tho 
country.

General Grant had halted his forces a 


few miles back for a brief rest, but ho soon | 
resumed his march, and about tho time 
that the lieutenant was well out of sight' 
and hearing ho rodo up to this dwelling, j 
and halting at the fenpe in front of the 
doorway inquired If the good people there 
would oook him a meal. 
I 


"No," came from'a gruff female voice ' 


on tho inside of tho closed door. "Gonoral | 
Grant aud hist staff have just been hero 
and eaten up all we had In tho house ex- 
cept 0110 single pumpkin pie." 


"IndeedI" said Grant. "What Is your 


name?" 


"Holvitlge," replied tho woman, now 


venturing to open tho door. 


"Well, madam, I want that pie," snld 


Grant, tos&im? the woman a half dollar. 
"Please to keep it for mo. 1 will send for 
it tonight." 


Tho woman took tho money and made 


tho promise. Then Grant rodo on some 
15 miles to where the army was to go into 
camp for the night. 
There tho various 


regiments were notified of a full parade 
at 6:30, to which tho officers were to soo 
that, all tho mon attended. This was so 
unusual a tiling with a force on tho inarch 
that it created a decided winsation, many 
supposing the enemy was upon them. Tho 
parade was formed ten columns deep, and 
nearly a quarter of a mile in length, and 
after the usual ceremonies tho assistant 
adjutant ganeral read tho following order:

Thomas attempted to resume sugar 
planting on a profitable scale, but tho 
war had dealt the business such a blow 
that his venture was a failure. 


He then became a professor in the 


University of Louisiana at B>itoti Range 
and during President Cleveland's first 
administration was appointed a coiner 
at the mint at New Orleans, He held 
this position for a time after the inau- 
guration of President Harrison aud then 
entered into business arrangements 
which took him to Florida. 


This business proved uncongenial to 


General Thomas, and when President 
Cleveland entered upon his second term 
Thomas applied for an office and Was 
appointed consul at La Guayra on his 
record as a coiner in the New Orleans 
mint. 
He made a study of the Vene- 


zuelan people and their institutions, and 
when the Hon. Seneca Hazelton was 
compelled to resign as minister to Vene- 
zuela, owing to the charges of Admiral 
Meads, General Thomas applied for the 
vacant place. His salary as consul was 
11,500 and his promotion raised his in- 
come to $7,500. 


CATHARINE PARR STRICKLANDTRAILL 


The Canadian Author In Ninety-four, but 


IK Still Hard at Work. 


Seventy-six years ago Catharine Parr 


Strickland Traill published her first 
book, and she is soon to bring ont an- 
other volntuo. 
She is in her uiuoty-

fourth year, but aho still enjoys a clear, 
strong iniiirl and a fairly vigorous body 
and is ulmont as fond of literary lubor 
as she w«s threo-quarters of a ceutury 
ago. 
She was born in Kent, England, 


and belongs to a family famous for uu- 
thorship. 
Her sisters Agues and Eliza- 


beth Strickland were tho authors of that 
famous work, "The Lives of the Queens 
of England," and at the death of Agnes 
the copyright of the book passed into 
her possession. 


Tho Stricklands were also people of 


note in the north of England for cen- 
turies, and Catharine Parr, the sixth 
and last wife of Honry VIII, was a 
member of tho family, it is said. Cath- 
arine Parr Strickland Traill was named 
after this queen. 
She lived for some 


time at Roydon Hall, a fine old Eliza- 
bethan mansion near Wangford, the title 
deed of which dates back to Edward VI. 
The hall was ivy clad and had numerous 
secret passageways and several alleged 
ghosts. 
Hor father knew many of tho 


prominent authors and scientists of tho 
day, and Catharine's literary tendencies 
became apparent at a very early ago. 
Her father died in 1818, and she was 
cared for by her sisters Elizabeth and 
Agnes and later by a guardian, who 
happened ono day to read a manuscript 
sho had written. 
It was callod 
"Tho 


Blind Highland Piper and Other Tales." 
The stories pleased him HO well that he 
showed them to a London publisher, 
who gave her 5 guineas for them and 
brought them ont in book form in 1819. 


Book followed book, and ono of her 


early productions, "Little Downy, the 
Field Mouso," published in 1822, still 
has a sale 
In 1832 sho married Thom- 


as Trail), a British officer, and the 
young couple removed to Canada and 
settled at Peterborough, near Lakefield, 
the author's present home. In 1836 Mrs. 
Traill published "The Backwoods of 
Canada," a book that did much to stim- 
ulate immigration to the new land. 
"Afar In tho Forest" and "The Cana- 
dian Crusoes"aretwoof her best known 
book*.

tions—presumably on behalf of Ca- 
banne—to permit Cabanne to win a 
race at St. Louis. These are his words: 


"Understanding that It has been al- 


leged that C. M. Murphy admitted to Mr. 
Robert that F. J. Titus made proposi- 
tions to him to fix races, and also that 
F. J. Titus made propositions to allow 
me to win the mile open in my own 
town to W. B. Young, I can openly state 
that I know nothing whatever of any 
such matters and have been party to no 
such agreement." 


Cabanne still persists in his state- 


ment that he is determined to carry the 
matter to the law courts, and if he 
does the whole evidence will come out.

Most of the public institutions of 


Havana are of ancient date. The great 
cathedral, so well known, was begun in 
1724. Here lie, or afe said to lie—the 
claim beln^ denied—the remains of Co- 
lumbus, transferred thither from Santo 
Domingo in January, 1796, There are 
fifteen other churches, nine of which 
belong to the monastic orders. Two of 
these churches date from the sixteenth 
century. The public edifices of note are 
the palace of the captain general, situ- 
ated on Plaza de Armas: the Tacon 
theater, one of the largest theaters in 
the world, equal, in fact, to the famous 
Seala of Milan; the various provincial 
offices, the university and the great 
prison, a vast quadrangular structure, 
built in 1771, There are also a number 
of fine hospitals. Few cities have such 
beautiful parks and 
driveways 
as 


Havana. The great Plaza de Armas is 
the chief. It comprises four parks, in 
the center of which is a statue of Ferdi- 
nand VII. Then there is the Alameda 
de Paula, bordering on the bay, and 
the Campo de Marte, used as a drill 
ground for the military. This is an 
enormous park. It has four handsome

In 17G2 
a British fleet under Admiral Pocock 
bombarded the city and compelled it to 
capitulate, but it was restored to the 
Spaniard the next year by the treaty 
of Paris.

Tb« foot does not seem to be generally 


recognised that the deplorable condition 
of affaire in the laud of the sultan it of 
more than casual intercut to Americana. 
That we have missionaries in that blood 
aouked laud and that these missionaries 
have been in mortal danger ia generally 
recogmc*!. but that theae men and 
women who are threatened with death 
at the handi of tLe cruel Knrda aad 
Turks who hare already made the blood 
of the nations run oold with horror have 
done more to spread enlightened idea* 
through that dark empire than the 
rep- 


resentative* of any other Christian na- 
tion doea not seem to have been fully 
realised. It is a fact, however. 


It waa the American board of foreign 


missions that established the first mis- 
sion in western Asia and from the same 
source have sprung the most important 
of the evangelical enterprises that are 
•lowly but surely lifting the gloom 
from the country of the star and cres- 
cent. The obstacles which the pioneers 
of this movement met seemed almost 
insurmountable. The great majority of

This absurd belief 


probably originated from thoir own prae- 


I ticos in this diroctlou 
The Chinos.?, as 


their law book* show, arc urui bulluvnrs in 
witchcraft by spoils and drum and those 
parts of tho human frame which wo have 
mentioned are frequently employed by 
them in tho way of medicines, a praotloe, 
by tho way, not unknown in our own 
country, oven in the eighteenth century. 


One of the great works of the Sisters of 


Mercy attached to the French Catholic 
mission wag the saving of infant life. Fe- 
male babies in China are held in very poor 
estimation and arc tflsquently thrown out 
to die or given aw«y to any persons so 
misguided as to desire the possession of 
them. The object of the sisters was in ev- 
ery way commendable. They sought to 
prevent a deplorable waste of human life, 
or if their oare could not avail to save the 
poor little wasted bodies they sought at 
least to save their souls. 
They gathered 


Into their infant asylums all the children 
they could find. It was proved that their 
methods were not always beyond reproach, 
but the end, they argued, justified any 
means. The deaths were very numerous, 
not unnaturally, considering the neglected 
condition of the children when received. 


A rumor spread that the foreign devils 


were employing professional kidnapers 
to obtain Infants for tho sake of their eyes, 
hearts and brains. The educated classes 
are, in all that pertains to physiological 
knowledge, as ignorant and as supersti- 
tious as tho common people. The popular 
rage broke out, some bodies which were 
exhumed goeined to afford confirmation of 
the charges, the official classes and the 
secret societies fanned tho flame, and the 
result was that every French man and 
woman In Tlon-tsln was killed and all the 
property belonging to them and to their 
mission destroyed. 
Tho nuns wore sub- 


jected to foul outrage after death anil their 
bodies thrown Into tho Poiho river.—Mao- 
millau's Magazine. 


HOW ANCIENTS MADE GLASS. 


DR. CYRUS HAMLttf. 


the millions of people under the rule of 
the sultan they found were Mohamme- 
dans, who looked upon all others as infi- 
dels and best converted to the true faith 
by the sword. They found that while 
legally any person was entitled to 
change his religious belief, practically 
he could do no such thing; that the 
Turk who renounced the faith of the 
prophet at once became a social outcast 
and a subject for the moat fauatical and 
cruel persecution. This was bad enough. 


Under these conditions it is not to be 


wondered that so few Turks have been 
converted, but that any should have 
been. Besides the Mohammedan there 
are seven other creeds recognized— 
Greek, Armenian, Syrian, Maronite, 
Protestant, Jewish and Roman Catholic. 
The harmony between these is not great. 


Thus it was not a very promising field 


that the Rev. Dr. Cyrus Hamlin looked 
upon when he went there early in the 
fifties. To attempt to teach those people 
a new religion was purely out of the 
question. The way for that must first be 
prepared by educating them. Like bar- 
barians, they must first be civilized and 
Christianized afterward. 
With money 


furnished by Christopher Robert, a 
wealthy New York merchant, and with 
|30,000 of his own, Dr. Hamlin endeav- 
ored to establish a college, but such was 
the strength of the prejudice of the 
Turkish government that for eight years 
ho labored in vain. 


At last Admiral Farragnt sailed into 


the Bosporus with three big men-of-war 
and went ashore to pay his respects to 
the porto. Dr. Hamlin told Farragnt of 
the obstacles that had been thrown in 
his way, and the admiral said that he 
would see what he could do for 
him. 


The sultan looked at the big ships 
which floated the stars and stripes un- 
der his palace windows, and he was 
much impressed. He invited the Ameri- 
can admiral to a grand banquet in the 
palace of the grand vizier. During the 
course of the entertainment Farragnt 
asked the sultan: 


"Why has Dr. Hamlin been prevent- 


ed from building a college in your conn • 
try?" . 


The answer made was an evasive one, 


but soon after a charter was granted by 
the terms of which a most beautifully 
situated plot of ground, overlooking 
Constantinople and the Bosporus was 
given to Dr. Hamlin. Afterward, when 
the grand vizier was asked why the per- 
mission had been granted to the Ameri- 
cans, he replied in two words: 


"Farragut, warships." 
Itwasiu 1803 that Robert college 


was bnilt. 
Additions have been made 


since then and now three imposing 
buildings are occupied by Professor 
Wash burn and his able corps of profpss- 
ors. As an illustration of the vast influ- 
ence which this institution is exerting 
in all parts of the Turkish empire it is 
noted that in the national assembly of 
Bulgaria are no less than 40 graduates 
of Robert college. This institution now 
offers the advantages of a full college 
course to 225 student.". 


Dr. Hamliu, who was the president 


of Robert college for nearly 20 years, 
finally retired from missionary work and 
returned to this country. In 1880 he be 
came president of Middlebnry college at 
Middlebnry, Vt. He is now 84 years old 
and lives at Lexington, Mass He begun 
his missionary work in 1838 and for 
nearly half a century labored iu foreign 
lands. 


Another remarkable example of suc- 


cess in the face of great opposition was 
the establishing of the American school* 
at Beirut. Thwewere begun in 1830 by 
the Presbyterian board. 
At drat there 


were only a handful of children, but to- 
day the school*, boarding schools and 
college* founded there by Americans 
have no tan than 15,000 scholar*, and 
Beirut i* recognised a* the educational 
Metropolis of wertera Asia.

The glass blowers of ancient Thebes aro 


known to have been as proficient in that 
particular art as is the most scientific 
craftsman of the same trade of the present) 
day after a lapse of 40 centuries of so 
called ''progress." They wore well ac- 
quainted with the art of staining glass 
and are known to have produced that com- 
modity in great profusion and perfection. 
Rossellui gives an Illustration of a piece 
of stained glass known to be 4,000 years 
old, 
both in tint and design. In this case 


the color is struck through tho vitrified 
Structure, and he mentions designs struck 
entirely in pieces from a half inch to three- 
quarters of an inch thick, tho color being 
perfectly incorporated with the structure of 
the pleoe and exactly the same on both the 
obverse and reverse sides. 


The priests of Ftah at Memphis were 


adepts in the glassmaker's art, and not 
only did they have factories for manufac- 
turing the common crystal variety, but 
they bad learned the vitrifying of the dif- 
ferent colors and the imitation of precious 
stones to perfection. 
Their Imitations of 


the amethyst and of tho various other col- 
ored gems wore so true to nature that even 
now, 
after they have lain in the desert 


sands from 9,000 to 4,000 years, it takes 
an expert to distinguish the genuine arti- 
cle from the spurious. 
It has been shown 


that, besides being experts in glassmaklng 
and glass coloring, they used tho diamond 
in cutting and engraving glass. In tho 
British museum there is a beautiful pleoe 
of stained glass, with an engraved em- 
blazonment of tho monarch Thothmes III, 
who lived 8,4*00 years ago

sohlchto do Tanzkunut," von Albert Ozor- 
wlnskl), Weber, Lelpxlg, 1861, deserves 
quotation. 


Pantalon was so called because danced 


to the tune of a favorite song, beginning, 


Lo PtmUlon 
Do Tolnon 
N'a piw do fond, 


a centre danse very fashionable In tho year 
1800. 


Pas d'Kto was, however, soon given up, 


through Its difficulty, though tho name of 
"L'Eto" was retained. In 1809 a ooutro 
danse was produced by Jullen, the second 
part of which began with the Imitation of 
a cock's crow. 


La Poulo was retained, although the 


original melody has long boon forgotten. 


Tronlso was n celebrated dancing mas- 
ter, who, in 1800, Invented the figuro that 
bears his name. Whenever ha danced, ev- 
erybody flocked up to sue and ndmlro. 


La Pustourollo was so named on account 


of tho melody and the accompaniment, 
which resembled tho vllanullos, or peas- 
ant, dnncus.
